Percy Dawson, sheriff, and Dean 
Weaber, widely known property own­ 
er, are the victims, shot down in 
an affray which occurred at Weav­ 
er’s place, near here, late yesterday. 
Weaver shot Dawson to death as 
the sheriff and his deputies approach- 
ed his house to see about re-setting 
some traction poles which the land 
owne¥ had cut down.

slain immediately by Hugh Sinclair, 
sheriff's deputy, Sinclair was not ar­ 
rested.

The trouble arose six months ago 
when the DMde Construction company, 
employed by the Alabama Power com- 
pany, instituted condemnation pro­ 
ceedings in a move to pass a trac­ 
tion line through Weaver's farm, on 
the way from Lock 12, on the Coosa 
river, to Selma.
